Waterworks and Guarantee company, 
the largest concern of its kind in the 
country, and for the banking house 
of J. S. and W. S. Kuhn, incorporated 


No unusual incidents were observed 


about other bahks of the city with the 
exception of the Pittsburgh Bank foi 
Savings, 
another 
institution

trolled by J. S. and W. S. Kuhn, who 
controlled the majority of stock in the 
two banks that suspended yesterday 
The run 
on the savings institutior 
that was started by the' failure yes 
terday was resumed this morning, pos 
sibly in a somewhat la'rgeer magni 
tude. but the same method as adopt 
ed yesterday was pursued today. Al 
depositors were paid $50 at once ant 
notice of thirty, sixty and ninety days 
1'or larger amounts were required.

"Black Bart" Train Robber, Mruderer 


and Stage Coach Outlaw, Will 


Ee Paroled From Prison 


Tomorrow.

Marquette ,Mich., July 
S.—"Black 
Bart" 1-lolxhay, whose 
criminal 
ca- 
reer was one of the most spectacular 
ever recorded in the United States, 
will be released tomorrow from the 
Marquette prison, alter having served 
twenty-four years of a life sentence 
imposed on him in IbS!) for murder. 
His release is made possible by legis- 
lation enacted two years ago, which 
extends the 
benefits of the 
parole 
law to convicts undergoing life sen- 
tence. 
. "Holsshay is now 47 years old. When 
he was received at the prison he was 
illiterate and possessed a record as a 
desperado, stage coach and train rob- 
ber. 
He gave the prison much trouble 


during the first few years, but follo-v- 
ing a surgical .operation his character 
changed completely and he became .1 
model prisoner. 
He has since been a 
student and has given himself a good 
education. 
For many years he has 
been the prison librarian and photo- 
grapher. 


Because 
of his 
swarthy 
appear- 
ance and 
ill 
kept 
beard 
Holzhay 
gained the name of "Black Bart," the 
bandit, and under that sobriquet he 
became notorious as the most pictur- 
esque criminal in 
the 
histories of 
Wisconsin and 
Michigan—the terror 


of two states. 
His exploits 
in 
rhe 


woods ol northern Michigan rivaled 
those of .Jesse 
James. 
A 
peaceful 


lumberjack for a long while, he sud- 
denly broke into a series of crimes 
which continued .until the mention of 
his name struck terror to the hearts 
of travelers 
in 
the 
north 
woods. 
Stages -w|ere stopped one, after 
the 
.other, on-their trips between the lum- 
ber camps and the town arid their pas- 
sengers held up. the mail sacks rifled 
and every article ot value stolen. 


Finding stage 
coanhes too 
tame, 
Hqlzhay took 
to holding up 
trains, 


going through the 
coaches and rob- 
bing every passenger. Large rewards 
were placed .on his head by the gov- 
ernment and the 
railroads,

continued until they totaled the sum 
of $2.500. 
Every man in the woodG 


was watching for him, but when I-Tolz- 


hay appeared in their camps and de- 
manded food they feared to lay hands 
upon him. 


Holzhay's career of crime continued 
unmolested, banks, 
btores, 
trains, 
stage coaches 
and 
private 
houses 


alike falling 'into his hands and get-' 
ling out again with less than they 
possessed 
before. 
Finally 
Holxhay 


planned to hold up the stage which 
passed Lake Gogebic, learning that 
several Chicago bankers, among them

hand into his pocket, but instead of 
cash he pulled out a revolver. Before 
he could shoot the bandit had fired 
and Fleischbebin fell, mortally wound- 
ed.

I am reminded just nosy of a young 
housekeeper who only last week bca- 
ged mo to tell her h.ow- to make good 
coffee AU, THE .TI.MI3, so I'll take 
it for granted this is a very good be- 
ginning for all 
young 
Housekeepers 


and give a few directions. 


Material—Coffee, four 
tablespoon- 


fills; white of egg. .one teaspoonful. 
cold water, one-quarter cup; boiling 
water, three cups. 


Directions—A great deal, 
both of 


interest, and information, 
might 
be 


written about coffee, but 
it 
is 
not 
wise to take it up here. Always buy 
the best coffee that can 
be bought, 
and that d.oes not always 
mean 
the 


highest priced. Do not always 
blame 
the grocer if 
your 
coffee 
is poor; 


sometimes the poor coffee is the 
re- 


sult of a not perfectly clean coffee pot 
Once n week put a tablesp.oonful 
of 


baking soda into the pot. partly fill it 
with water and boil for at 
least ten 


niinutes. Then wash thoroughly 
and 


you will find it sweet and clean. 


So there are three 
necessaries 
foi 
good coffee, first an enamel or granite 
pot kept perfectly clean, or 
buy a 


cheap coffee pot 
(not tin, however), 


and have a new oneoftener; second, a 
good blending of the best coffee, 'ind 
third, freshly boiled water. 


Scald the pot, grind 
the 
coffee 


about as fine 
as coarse granulated 
sugar. Heat the egg in cold water, add 
the coi'fee and mix well. 
Pour 
into 


the coffee pot and add one cup boiling 
water and bring quickly to a boiling 
point. 


Now this must be done always, ci- 


tric coffee is ruined. Set back on the 
stove where it will keep hot. but not 
boiling, and add 
the 
remaining two 


cups of. boiling water. Let stand 
two 


or three minutes, settle with a 
very 
little cold water and serve 
at 
once 


with hot milk or occasionally cream. 


If coffee is made in a percolator, fol- 
low the directions which :come with it 
and good c.ol'fee is assured. Coffee 
js 


always better, however, when 
made 
in large quantities.

For those fond oE the fresh, crisp 


cabbage, there is no manner of serv- 
ing it more acceptable than the fol- 
lowing: Shred the cabbage very fine, 
sprinkle with a dash of salt, sugar and 
sweet cream, adding enough vinegar 
to give it the (Jesired snappy flavor. 
Cabbage, when, cooked, 
should 
be 


dropped .into boiling water and cooked 
quickly; boil with the lid off, and if 
it is fresh and green it will keep its 
color. 
Drain and press out the wa- 


ter. 
Serve with butter and vinegar, 


seasoning with salt and pepper, or add 
a cream, sauce well seasoned. 


Cauliflower is a. most delicious veg- 


etable, and when'well 
cooked 
and 


dressed is truly "cabbage with a col- 
lege education." 


Tomatoes.-~The tomato is one of 


our most delicious, vegetables when 
eaten raw, and it is also most deligh/- 
ful when cooked. 
To preserve 
the- 


natural flavor, cut rather, thick slices 
and fry in butter on both sides, sea- 
son lightly -with salt and pepper and 
serve with a rich cream sauce. Green 
tomatoes are very good fried, cut in 
slices without peeling, sprinkle with 
sugar, roll in flour or corn meal and 
fry in pure lard. When well browned 
season and serve as a garnish-to meat. 


When cooking green peas add a 


teaspoonful of sugar to the water and 
a small bunch of mint. 


Stewed Lettuce.—This is not a dish 


sufficiently used to be very common: 
Wash and cook the vegetable until 
tender, then.dress it with butter, salt 
and pepper, and serve it with vinegar 
as greens, or cook it in a double boiler 
in milk, and when tender add butter 
and seasonings. 


Cucumbers are commonly served in 


the uncooked state, though they are 
very 
palatable 
when 
cooked 
and 


served with a sauce. 
Cook them in 


boiling water until tender, then add a 
sauce made ijf butter and flour, well 
blended, with seasonings of salt, onion 
juioe and pepper.

FOI^TY YEARS AGO 


Janesville Daily Gazette,. July S, 
1873.—Saturday's Accident: 
The de- 
tails of the accident near Shopiere, 
on Saturday, whereby two young la- 
dies were so severely injured as to 
dispel every hope for recovery. 
Miss 
Ida Jones and Miss Lizzie Hield. of 
this city were driving along the ro:id 
to 'this "city and' while approaching 
the railroad tracks saw a locomotive 
approach. At first'they stopped their 
horse which became frightened and 
started to cross the track.. The en- 
gineer, noticing the-, movements, re- 
versed the engine and as the young 
ladies neared the track, they became 
more terrified,. the swift moving lo- 
comotive being very close to them, 
and attempted to back 
the 
horse 
which by this time had 
become un- 
governable and plunged across 
the 
track, throwing the carriage in front 
of the oncoming engine. 
The 
car- 
riage was dashed'to a thousand pieces 
and- the force of the concussion tore 
the harness from the/horse; but the 
latter 
escaped. 
Miss 
Jones 
was 
caught upon- -the 
pilot 
and 
was 
carried' some several 
hundred 
feet 
before the powerful machine could be 
brought to a 
stop. 
She was taken 


off and carried to a 
nearby 
farm- 
house and a messenger 
sent to Shoi- 
piere for her 
father and a 
doctor. 
It was not known until the father ar- 
rived that there were tw.o girls in the 
buggy; and on going 
back to

track, they.found 
Miss Hield lying 
in the-ditch in'an-unconscious condi- 
tion. -She had: been lifted bodily from 
the carriage and was tli'rown forward 
some seventy feet: 
Shfe 
suffered a 


fracture of the collar bone and:a ser- 
ious injury in the region ;of her spine. 
There is'only a slight 
difference in 
the two girls' ages, they being both 
nearly sixteen years old. Recovery is 
doubtful and the 
accident is one of 
those sad affairs which occasionally 
take place despite human effort.
